LAS VEGAS, Nev., Dec. 21.—The 
spillways for the $165.000,000 Bould­ 
er Dam will be constructed to with­ 
stand the highest 
water 
velocity 
known to modem engineers, accord­ 
ing to J. L, Savage, chief designing 
engineer for the U. S. bureau of 
reclamation. 
Water will flow over the spill­ 
ways at the rate of 182 feet per 
second. 
The highest flow now 
known is 100 feet a second. Tests

AN INVADING ARMY 
A foreign army of 500,000 recruited on the southern coast of France, 
is preparing to invade America. Lest the fear of being called upon to 
repel thii invader sets you awry, let it be known that the army is one 
of parasites to join the fight against one of America’s greatest insect 
pests—the com borer. 
The European com borer has become a serious threat against one 
of our greatest Agricultural crops. 
Appearing first a few years ago in 
New England, New York and Ontario, this pest has gradually made its 
way westward despite heroic attempt« to stop its march, until now it is 
entrenched in the very heart of the com-belt. The strictest methods of 
quarantine are proving of doubtful value inasmuch as the borer is con­ 
tinually breaking the lines. 
♦ 
All bureaus of the Department of Agriculture are engaged in wag­ 
ing defensive warfare against the com borer. For some time the Bureau 
of Entomology has been active in searching out the borer’s habits and to 
find, if possible, its natural enemies in the insect world. 
The natural habitat of the borer is southern Europe where it has 
many enemies that prey upon it. 
Fifteen species of these have been 
collected by laboratory culture in sufficient quantity to start the in­ 
sect war in this country and the battle will soon be raging on the com 
borer front. 
At the same time the Department of Agriculture has been at­ 
tempting to produce strains of com that might proyj tolerant to the 
pest as well as research work to determine the effect of various crop­ 
ping methods. 
None of these has proved effectual in preventing the borer’s per­ 
sistent encroachment upon a major crop, eighty per cent of which goes 
into livestock feed. 
So, it is fight fire with fire, insect against insect, and the half 
million entomological army will be a welcome reinforcement to the hu­ 
man battalion! struggling to overcome one of man’s persistent enemies.

W a s h in g to n , Dec. 21.—Aroused 
by revelations that candidates for 
the Senate in 1930 spent 15 times as 
much as the combined salaries for 
fthe six year term, the Nye campaign 
fund committee today asked Con­ 
gress to enact a new and drastic 
federal corrupt practices act with 
enough “teeth” to eliminate slush 
funds and “bought” elections. 
The proposed law would place a 
limit of $5,000,000 on expenditures 
in behalf of a presidential candidate, 
a $250,000 limit on candidates for a 
presidential nomination, a 
$50,000 
limit in senatorial elections and a 
$10,000 limit on candidates for the 
house. Violations of these limitations 
would keep the guilty candidate’s 
name off the ballot or make him 
ineligible to hold the office. Prison 
terms would await other violators 
of the law. 
The committee proposed these 
drastic regulations to prevent elec­ 
tion, corupt ion and maintain Amer­ 
ican democracy. 
The report was signed by Sena­ 
tor Nye (R) of North Dakota, Dale 
(R) of Vermont, Dill (D) of Wash­ 
ington and Wagner (D) of New 
York. Senator Patterson (R) of 
Missouri, did not approve it. 
The bill first proposed a new joint 
committee on elections, comprising 
five senators and five representa­ 
tives, to whom 
all 
expenditures 
would be reported. It would be au­ 
thorised to investigate all slush fund 
chargee. 
Some of .the new provisions would: 
1—Direct every candidate for a 
federal office to have but one agent 
for the collection and expenditure 
of all funds. 
2—Compel frequent public reports 
on all gifts, expenditures, loans and 
unpaid bffl1 by candidates for fed­ 
eral offices. 
3—Prohibit collection of funds 
within 11 days of an election. 
4—Require receipts for all expen­ 
ditures exceeding $10. 
5—Require those contributing $100 
within a year or $25 at (me time to 
make personal reports to the con­ 
gressional committee. 
6—Provide for drastic punishment 
of secret, deputised, or fake contri­ 
butors. 
7.—Limit candidates for congress 
to a total of $500 in traveling ex­ 
penses. 
8.—Compel publication of all ex­ 
penditures by candidates for a pres­ 
idential nomination, with a maxi­ 
mum limit of $250,000. 
9.—lim it presidential and vice 
presidential nominees jointly to an 
expenditure of $5,000,000 in any elec­ 
tion. 
10.*—Procide a limited number of 
purposes for which political funds 
may be expended. 
The Mil places primaries directly 
within the term “election,” citing 
the minority decision of the supreme 
court in the Newberry case to sup­ 
port this recommendation. It would 
prohibit national banks or corpora­ 
tions making contributions in a fed­ 
eral ejection. It would forbid inter­ 
state contribution o f funds.

CONGRESS WILL 
SHOW NEW FACE

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21,—A col­ 
lateral question has arisen in con­ 
nection wi h the war debt mora­ 
torium thaï, is causing administra­ 
tion leader? perplexity and concern.

The temper of the present con­ 
gress is plainly against any exten­ 
sion. 
In fact, had it not been for 
President Hoovers foresight in ob­ 
taining advance pledges from a ma­ 
jority of both houses last summer 
to support it, it is at least debatable 
whether approval would have been 
forthcoming now. 
No one in authority in Washing­ 
ton believes that Germany is going 
to be able to resume her reparations

I have been requested to explain 
which are morning and evening 
stars, how they come to be such and 
the order in which they occur. 
These stars belong to our solar 
system. 
They are Venus, Mars, 
Jupiter and Saturn. 
Uranus and 
Neptune are too far away from the 
sun to cut any figure, while Mur- 
cury is so near the sun that it is dif­ 
ficult to see it. 
The earth and all of the other 
planets revolve around the sun on, 
or very near the same orbital plane. 
When any one of the four planets 
mentioned passes the ^arth In Its 
orbit and is seen in the west after 
sunset, it is an evening star. When 
it has passed around the sun and 
comes up in the morning before that 
luminary, it is a morning star. 
Hence Venus. Mars, Jupiter and 
Saturn alternately become morning 
and evening stars. 
But the most 
beautiful of all is Venus, because it 
is between the sun and the earth 
and nearest to us. 
At present there are three evening 
stars, Venus, Mars and Saturn; but, 
as I said before, Venus is the bright­ 
est and most prominent. Mars can 
be distinguished by its dull, red 
color. Why it is red has never been 
satisfactorily explained—whether its 
surface or its foliage is fed, or the 
blending of the rays of light pro­ 
duces that color is not known. When 


a distant fixed star, or sun. is red 
we know the color is caused by its 
temperature. 
Suns vary in color 
from red or orange to yellow or 
white depending upon how hot they 
are. But when a planet shows color 
the cause is different. One thing, 
however, when Mars is viewed thru 
a telescope powerful enough 
to 
bring out the surface, the redness 
is not noticible. 
For the coming 
the succes­ 
sion of morning and evennig stars 
will be as follows: 
Venus will be evening star to June 
25th and morning star thereafter 
Mars will be evening star to Feb­ 
ruary 5th. after that it will be a 
morning star. 
Jupiter will be morning star to 
February 7th then evening star to 
August 29th, and again morning 
star the balance of the year. 
Saturn will be evening star to 
January 16th, morning star to July 
24th and again evening star to the 
end of the year.
